The Dots and Dashes are only for the use of learners* 
and may be dispensed with. 
All characters not marked ** up " are traced down. 
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sonant in the middle of a word, or by going 
back to place some distinguishing mark after 
the word is written. 

Eeporting would not allow of this. Bat 
even if you had time to do it, more would be 
lost than by adopting what this System teaches, 
with the advantage of perfect clearness, and 
not having to lift the pen or go back. 

I have shown the normal and abnormal 
positions of vowels at commencement and end 
of words, but in the middle of words it is very 
inconyenient to be compelled to write the 
vowels outside or inside angles, or if two 
curves come together, in the first curve, as it is 
frequently easier to put the vowel in the second 
than in the first as some teach, its proper position. 
By this system you are at liberty to write them 
inside or outside, as most convenient. There- 
fore when writing a circle vowel in the middle of 
a word, if you put the vowel inside the angle, 
or outside the curve, it would not add ** r ; " but 
by drawing the next letter through it, it would, 
making ** pat " ** part " (see) 

The hook signs can be traced in any direc- 
tion, as shown in alphabet, for facility in joining, 
but at the same time let them have one general 
direction when writing only ** e " or short ** i," 
see ** pet " and other examples in the exercises. 



Therefore in the middle of a word trace the 
hook in an abnormal or different direction to the 
one generally written, for ** e " or ** i " short, 
to add " r," see " pert,'' '* tease," ** terse," 

* With curves it is better to ftace the hook 
for **e" or short **i"trwtd^, and allow the 
tracing of it outside to add *' r " as at the end 
of a word with a curved letter, but in some 
combinations you are compelled to trace the 
hook for **e " or ** i" outside the curve, there- 
fore when it is intended to add ** r " make a 
small break or angle, see ** seek," ** serf." 
Care must be taken not to form the hook into 
a quadrent sign, and particularly when two 
curves come together. 

When the hook vowel comes before or after 
a curve it is not always convenient to make a 
proper hook inside the curve, therefore the 
vowel can be shown by a small portion of the 
preceding or succeeding letter being carried 
into it, see " leech," ** met." 

When ** r " comes between two vowels, it is 
better to write it, see " Herod." 

*• ine " is written distinct from ** en," ** an," 
&c., but shaded hke them, to add ** t " or " d," 
see " pen," ** pin," ** pined." 

**i" long, and ** oi '" are traced in any 
direction, see " rise," ** by," ** my." 
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Shade the tail or hook to add ** r," see 
'* buyer." 

*' ow " can be shaded on one side of the ov^l 
to add ** r," se§ ** power." 

In joining ** s-w," or ** t-w," make *' w " 
with a good shoulder and bring ** n " 
sharp round, see ** snore," ** swear," ** ten," 
** twelve." 

**T-w" cannot be mistaken for **.t-f" 
because ** f " is written with a sharp angle and 
** w " with a quadrant, see ** twelve " and 
** tiff."
